When the 
title indicates, by some other than the first 
word, the nature of the subject, there will be 
an inverted title entry, in the nature of a sub- 
ject entry. Text-books will have _ refer- 
ences from subject to author, and books for 
teaching languages will be entered under the 
name of the language. Series will have a 
series entry with a general reference to the 
publisher, but not inclusive of the names of 
individual volumes; under author entry, how- 
ever, of such individual books, the name of 
the series will be included. By this plan, the 
beokseller, or librarian, or other user, will 
have the maximum of information given with 
the minimum of trouble; and it is believed 
that the needs of the trade will be as fully 
met as is possible within the limits consistent 
with promptness and economy. 

A number of the leading publishers have 
already undertaken to assist in the prelim- 
inary work by writing entries for their own 
publications, with the view of expediting and 
facilitating the work; the lesser catalogues,

. INDEX TO THE PUBLISHERS’ TRADE 
LIST ANNUAL. 


We have already made explanation, in our 
issue for June 15 last, of the reasons which 
have delayed until this year the preparation of 
an index to the “Publishers’ Trade List An- 
nual,” so long desired, and demanded by the 
trade. It is now our plan to include an index in 
the “Trade List Annual” for 1902, and, with the 
view of issuing that most important of trade 
helps with its usual promptness and avoid- 
ing the delays which have been so vexatious 
in its English counterpart, work has already 
been begun, on the basis of the publishers’ cat- 
alogues of 1901. It is hoped to have this ma- 
terial in such shape next spring that to it may 
then be added the new books of this year and 
those planned next spring up to March 30, 
1902, so that the index will be practically if 
not fully comprehensive of books recorded in 
the catalogues which make the Trade List 
Annual of 1902, while avoiding delays that 
would do much to negative the value of this 
work, whose usefulness depends, in so large 
measure, on its readiness at the beginning of 
the fall season. 
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and all Bible catalogues, will be indexed in 
this office. The work will be based primarily 
on the catalogues contained in the “Annual” 
for I90I, as stated, but other publishers will 
have opportunity of arranging for inclusion 
in the “Annual” for 1902, and for the index- 
ing of their lists. 

It is important that the bookselling trade, 
librarians, and others concerned show?d indi- 
cate the support which may be expected for 
this standard work, as some indication should 
be given to publishers as to the number of 
catalogues likely to be required under the 
new circumstances. It is estimated that the 
additional cost of compiling, printing, editing, 
binding, etc., will probably approximate $5000, 
a substantial increase in price, whether the 
work is published in one volume or in two. 
An important feature of the “Trade List An- 
nual” hitherto has been its extraordinary 
cheapness, and we desire to continue this pre- 
cedent as far as compatible with covering the 
cost of the new feature. We shall presently, 
therefore, ask the book trade, libraries, etc., to 
send in their subscriptions for the “Trade List 
Annual for 1902,” at a price not exceeding $5, 
with the intention of pricing the work as much 
lower than this as economy in the preparation 
of the Index, and increase in support of the 
new Annual, make possible.

ACTUAL PRICES OF NET BOOKS. 
New York, October 12, 1901. 
To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 


Dear Sir: The word of warning of The 
Dial is timely. In the course of your com- 
ments upon it, you say that you think that 
the publishers are dealing fairly with the pub- 
lic, and continue, “If we are shown to be 
wrong, we shall be the first to enter protest.” 
I will give you four instances in which I 
think The Dial’s warning justified. 

Houghton, Mifflin & Co. publish, in their 
familiar white-covered series, two juveniles, 
entitled “Jaconetta” and “The Lonesomest 
Doll.” Under the old rules they would have 
sold for 75 cents. Both are marked 85 cents 
net. One of them actually has on the fly- 
leaf an advertisement of itself at $1, proving 
beyond a doubt that it was intended to be a 
dollar book under the old rules. The same 
publishers issue Fiske’s “Life Everlasting” at 
$1 net. They distinctly state in a prefatory 
note that the book is a continuation of his se- 
ries containing “The Idea of God,” etc. The 
price of the earlier issues was $1 regular. 

The Macmillan Co. have just added to their 
series of New Testament handbooks “The 
Teachings of Jesus.” The price is 75 cents 
net. The previous issues were, and, so far as 
I know, are 75 cents regular. 

Ever since the fall stock has begun to come 
in I have been expecting from some one what 
The Dial has said. In these four cases the 
public must pay from ten to twenty-five cents 
more than it would have paid if the Ameri- 
can Publishers’ Association had never been 
formed; and many other instances equally as 
clear could be cited. If the public becomes 
convinced that it is being victimized by the 
new rules, the new rules will cease to exist 
after the first of May, 1902.

Dear Sir: Your correspondent is mistaken 
in supposing that in publishing the new vol- 
ume of our series of New Testament Hand- 
books at a net price that we have left the 
other volumes to be sold to the public at reg- 
ular prices, the whole series being now net. 
If your correspondent or any one else thinks 
that these books are dear to the public at 75 
cents each net we shall be glad to have you or 
any other disinterested observer look at them 
and judge for themselves. There are six vol- 
umes published of these little books, and the 
average number of pages is about 225; the 
type is close, and each volume contains a 
considerable amount of matter besides, in 
some cases maps. 

It is perhaps true that some books will be 
slightly more expensive to the public under 
the new net price system than hitherto, and in 
this. connection it is perhaps worth while to 
call your attention to the general rise in prices 
of many if not most commodities that are of- 
fered to the public, and the general rise that 
is taking place, not only in the costs of man- 
ufacture of books, but also in the expense of 
doing the book business at the present time.

GIVE THE BOOKSELLERS A CHANCE. 


New York, October 13, 1901. 
To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 


A poINT of view which has never to my 
knowledge been discussed in print might at 
the present time of the introduction of the 
net book scheme prove interesting. 

It is necessary to quote figures which 
though not always interesting show the point 
I wish to take, namely, the publishers want 
all the profit and let the bookseller do the work, 

Let us take for example the $1.50 book. 
This costs the publisher 40 cents or less. 
He demands of the bookseller 81 cents or 
more, thereby making 100% on his invest- 
ment. The cost of doing business I claim is 
practically the same for each. One may pay 
his money out to authors, travelling men and 
advertising. The other pays his out in rent 
and it is no small item, as a bookstore has 
to be where trade is; clerk hire and advertis- 
ing also cut a figure and his outlay in fixtures 
will bring up the amount of the publisher pro- 
viding the amount of business done is the same. 

Now the bookseller buys the book for 81 
cents putting double the amount the publisher 
does into it, and sells for $1.20, making a 
profit of 39 cents, thereby making 40 %. 

Taking the net system. The bookseller 
buys a $1.20 book for 25% discount (80 
cents) making practically the same thing as 
under the old order of things. 

The result is that the bookseller is making 
one quarter as much as the publisher on the 
same book or not half as much on twice the 
investment. 

Is it any wonder the booksellers are going 
out of business? 

Another question is brought out by this 
showing. 

Does the publisher have any trouble to 
maintain his price even though he is making 
his 100 % profit? No. 

Why should not the bookseller have the 
same chance if the new net system is a suc- 
cess? He should. 

I am met by the opposition who say the 
publisher loses on many books. Does he? 
I think this if investigated would prove a 
fallacy. The publisher may lose if he don’t 
sell 100,000 copies of his book, but it is only 
in his mind; his first cost is no more on 100,000 
than on 1000, and his pay to authors with 
few exceptions is based on the amount of 
sales and not a lump sum. . 

How about the bookseller? Does he have 
no losses? It may not be on 100,000 copies 
of one book but it will be on the thousand 
and one. To be in the business he feels he 
must have at least a sample of nearly every 
book published. His customer may ask for 
one. 5000 a year for 100 years—500,000. How 
many are plugs? REKRAP. 

[In upholding the side of the bookseller, the 
writer of the above letter entirely underrates 
some of the most salient facts and largest ele- 
ments of cost in the publishing business. Au- 
thors’ royalties, advertising, and risk of books 
which do not sell even half of their first edi- 
tion make up a cost which places the publisher 
in quite a different position from that stated 


before ordinary expenses begin to count. We

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OBITUARY. 
GEORGE W. CARLETON. 


GrorcGeE W. CARLETON, the founder of the 
publishing house now known as the G. W. 
Dillingham Company, of New York, died on 
the 11th inst. at the house of his daughter, 
Mrs. Israel Putnam, at Saratoga, N. Y. Mr. 
Carleton was born in New York City, Jan- 
uary 16, 1832, and was educated at the In- 
stitution of the celebrated Dr. Francis L. 
Hawks, Principal of St. Thomas Hall at 
Flushing, N. Y. He entered business as a 
clerk in the firm of Burnham, Plumb & Co., 
at one time about the largest and most im- 
portant importing and commission house in 
New York. While employed in this concern, 
during his leisure moments, he utilized his 
talent for drawing in designing illustrations 
for some of the comic papers and periodicals 
of the day, such as The Lantern, edited by 
John -Brougham, the actor, The Picayune, 
edited by Charles E. Wilbur, and The Young 
America, edited by T. W. Strong, for which 
amateur work he received an encouraging in- 
come. Some of his designs attracted the at- 
tention of Mr. George Merriam who asked 
him to design for his firm an appropriate il- 
lustration for a heading to an advertisement 
of “Webster Dictionary.” His sketch of two 
very small cherubs overweighted with a very 
big book was accepted, and he used to tell 
with pride that his only payment for that 
drawing, which was used for nearly half a 
century by the purchaser, was a single copy 
of the dictionary bound in full calf. In 1857 he 
opened a book shop at 413 Broadway, corner 
of Lispenard Street, with Edward P. Rudd and 
his father, the Rev. George R. Rudd, as part- 
ners, under the firm name of Rudd & Carle- 
ton. Among his first publications was Wil- 
liam Allen Butler’s society poem, “Nothing 
to Wear,” which, although published in the 
year of failure and panic, immediately became 
immensely popular. Mr. Carleton began de- 
signing the illustrations for the poem himself, 
but finally put this work into the hands of 
his friend, Augustus Hoppin, who made the 
drawings on wood. Mr. Carleton’s establish- 
ment was always known as the rallying-place 
of American comic writers, and he published 
many of their books. He is estimated to have 
brought out in his time more sensational 
books by native authors than any other pub- 
lisher in the country. T. B. Aldrich’s little 
poem, “The Course of True Love Never did 
Run Smooth,” was published very near the 
start of his career, and on it appeared the 
strange symbol afterwards so well known on 
all the Carleton books and advertisements. 
People puzzled over its meaning to Mr. Carle- 
ton’s great amusement. Being a great trav- 
eller, Mr. Carleton acquired some knowledge 
of the Arabic language, and in turning over 
a volume, looking with Mr. Aldrich for illus- 
trations to his book, he found this strange 
device, which is, in fact, an Arabic word sig- 
nifying “books.” Mr. Carleton easily turned 
his attention to French literature, and made 
a most successful venture in bringing out a 
translation of Michelet’s “L’Amour” and “La 
Femme.” The second work was translated 
and delivered to the compositors in seventy- 
two hours, the translator, Dr. John W. Pal- 
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mer, having agreed to forfeit ten dollars per 
hour for every hour above that time that the 
work was kept from the printer. Within 
thirty days it reached a sale of 20,000 copies. 
The next great enterprise was a translation 
of Victor Hugo’s “Les Miserables,” the vol- 
umes being published with fabulous rapidity. 
Although in the midst of the Civil War, the 
book made a great hit. At the book-trade 
sale of that year one wholesale dealer bought 
25,000 copies of it, the largest sale on record 
of any single book. Encouraged by the suc- 
cess of his attempts to make Americans fa- 
miliar with French fiction, Mr. Carleton then 
planned to publish the complete works of 
Balzac, at that time the idol of French novel- 
readers. The novels were translated by Frank 
B. Goodrich, a son of “Peter Pariey,’ who 
did his work thoroughly well; but for some 
unknown reason they fell flat, and after the 
fourth volume Mr. Carleton abandoned his 
purpose, having lost a very considerable sum 
of money, fully convinced that Balzac was not 
adapted to the taste of American readers. 
Probably the increase of foreign travel has 
now educated this then unformed taste, for 
the translations of Balzac now on the market 
are eagerly bought and intelligently appre- 
ciated. Mr. Carleton produced in book form 
“The Diamond Wedding,” by E. C. Stedman, 
which first appeared in the N. Y. Tribune, 
and gained instant popular notice. Then came 
the great hit made with the inimitable “Arte- 
mus Ward—His Book,” which reached a sale 
of 40,000 copies, and was the topic of con- 
versation from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 
Encouraged by the popularity of American 
humor, the “Life and Adventures of Josh 
Billings” was next offered to an equally appre- 
ciative public. “Josh Billings” was the fore- 
runner of phonetic spellers, and for many 
years that became a favorite vehicle for bright 
sayings and pointed satires. This talented 
humorist produced the “Farmer’s Alminax,” 
intended to burlesque the old-fashioned 
Farmer’s Almanac so popular half a century 
ago. Although beginning slowly, the sale of 
this comic publication rapidly increased, and 
within a year the fabulous number of 130,000 
copies were spread through the land at great 
profit to author and publisher. Among other 
successful authors introduced to their fellow- 
citizens by Mr. Carleton were Mary J. 
Holmes, “Marion Harland,” Miriam C. Har- 
ris, the author of “Rutledge;’ May Agnes 
Fleming, Richard B. Kimball, and Edmund 
C. Kirke, whose novel descriptive of the South 
after the war, entitled “Among the Pines,” 
was a timely and most lucrative investment. 
Mr. Carleton also wrote himself two or three 
books descriptive of his travels, under the 
titles of “Our Artist in Cuba,’ “Our Artist 
in Peru,” and “Our Artist in Spain and Al- 
giers,” in which he showed his great talent 
for humorous sketching with pen and ink as 
well as pencil to great advantage. Mr. Carle- 
ton’s partner, Edward P. Rudd, died in 186r. 
Mr. Rudd’s father also having retired Mr. 
Carleton continued the business alone until 
1871 when he admitted his head clerk, the late 
George W. Dillingham, to partnership. In 
1886 Mr. Carleton retired from business and 
the firm of G. W. Carleton & Co. was 
reorganized as the G. W. Dillingham Com- 
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pany. Mr. Carleton removed from 413 
Broadway to the St. Nicholas Hotel, from 
which he removed in 1869 to the old Worth 
House on Madison Square, afterward the 
home of the New York Club. He fur- 
nished the first floor, in a sort of Pompeiian 
fashion, as an office, retaining the upper 
floors for hotel purposes, which gave rise to 
the joke that he was keeping a “home for 
indigent authors.” From this house he re- 
moved to the Fifth Avenue Hotel, where he 
remained but a short time to take quarters 
in the building No. 33 West Twenty-third 
Street. 
OBITUARY NOTES. 

Epwarp Hooker SMITH, for a number of 
years confidential clerk for Ivison, Blakeman 
& Taylor, died at his home in Brooklyn, Oc- 
tober 12, aged thirty-nine. He resigned his 
position at Ivison’s to look after his wheat 
farm in Red River Valley. 

RosweL_t TENNEY SMITH, for many years 
in the book business in Nashua, N. H., died 
there on the 4th inst., aged seventy-six. Mr. 
Smith went to Nashua in 1852 for the pur- 
pose of painting the portrait of the child of 
Charles Tarbell. In 1854 he went into the 
book business, opening up a shop in the Noyes 
Block. He remained in the business until 
1891 when he sold out, the business continu- 
ing under his name. He was interested in 
the manufacture of machinery and invented 
and perfected the clippers and novelties made 
by the American Shearer Company, of which 
he was at one time a member. 

Lorenzo Snow, fifth President of the Mor- 
mon Church, died on the toth inst. at Salt 
Lake City. President Snow was born in 
Mantua. Portage Co., Ohio, April 3, 1814. 
In 1836 after having attended Oberlin Col- 
lege for a short time, he met Joseph Smith 
and became a convert to Mormonism, of 
which he was one of the most aggressive, and 
successful missionaries. He founded Brig- 
ham City in Utah, was a member of the Utah 
Territorial House of Representatives, and of 
the Council, for thirty years, and travelled all 
over Europe in the interests of his religion. 
Ir 1808 he succeeded Wilford Woodruff as 
President of the Mormon Church. Among 
his literary works are: “The Italian Mission,” 
“The Only Wav to Be Saved.” “The Voice 
of Joseph,” “The Palestine Tourists,” and a 


translation of the Book of Mormon into 
Italian. 

Micuaet F, Cremen, for fifteen years the 
head of the manufacturing department of 


Henry Altemus Company, Philadelphia, died 
under distressing circumstances on the 11th 
inst. It appears that a zap on a gas heater 
in the room occupied py Mr. Cremen and 
his ten-year old boy, at his residence 2326 
North Eighteenth Street, was turned on al- 
most at full head and the escaping gas caused 
the death of both father and son. When dis- 
covered in the morning by his sister-in-law, 
Cremen was found senseless beside the bed 
where the boy lay dead, and it is surmised 
that becoming aware of the danger the father 
made fruitless effort to save his child. At 
first it was hoped to save Mr. Cremen but his 
vitality was so low that he succumbed short- 
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ly after he was taken to the Woman’s Ho. 
moeopathic Hospital. Mr. Cremen was thirty- 
seven years old, and very popular among his 
associates and in social circles. 


Tue Rey. Dr. George Scudder Mott, one 
of the best known preachers in the Presby- 
terian church, died on the 12th inst., at East 
Orange, N. J. Dr. Mott was born in New 
York on November 25, 1829. His father, 
Lawrence Scudder Mott, was one of the 
founders of Mott Haven, and with Jordan L. 
Mott established the J. L. Mott Iron Works. 
Dr. Mott was graduated from New York 
University in 1850, and from Princeton The- 
ological Seminary in 1853. He was pastor 
of churches in Rahway, Newton and Fleming, 
all in New Jersey, from 1853 until 1895 when 
he resigned. Dr, Mott contributed extensive- 
ly to the religious press. Three books of his 
“The Prodigal Son,’ “The Resurrection of 
the Dead,” and “The Perfect Law,” published 
between 1866 and 1872, had a large sale, and 
were translated into several languages. A 
tract entitled “Holding on to Christ,” pub- 
lished by the American Tract Society, had 
a circulation of 250,000 copies, and is still 
being distributed by missionaries through- 
out the world. He also wrote much on the 
subject of penology, on which he was consid- 
ered an authority. 


PROFESSOR JAMES BRADSTREET GREENOUGH, 
of Harvard University, died on the 11th inst., 
at his home on Riedesel Avenue, Cambridge. 
He was born in Portland, Me., May 4, 1833, 
and was graduated from Harvard in 1856. 
He then studied law, and removed to Mar- 
shall, Mich., where he practiced law until 
1865 when he was appointed tutor of Latin 
in Harvard University. Eight years later he 
received the title of assistant professor and 
in 1883 he became full professor and con- 
tinued as such until last April when he re- 
signed on account of ill health. One of the 
greatest works of Professor Greenough’s life 
was his part in establishing the collegiate 
institution for women, which at first was un- 
officially called the Harvard Annex, but now 
is known as Radcliffe College. Ever since 
its establishment he has been a member of the 
governing board, and for many years he was 
president of that body. He was the author of 
the Allen and Greenough Latin Grammar, 
as well as of a series of classical text-books 
also in collaboration with Joseph N. Allen, 
published by Ginn & Co. “Words and Their 
Ways in English Speech,” written by him in 
collaboration with Professor G. L. Kittredge, 
has just been published by the Macmillan 
Company. Other books written by him are 
a “Special Vocabulary to Virgil,” “The Queen 
of Hearts,” and “A Dramatic Fantasia.” 


CHARLES LAuRIE, senior member of E. 
Fleming & Co., the well-known firm of book- 
binders that now forms an integral part of 
the Norwood Press and owns the publishing 
business of Lee & Shepard, died on the 5th 
inst. Mr. Laurie was born January 16, 1836, 
at Grahamslaw, in the parish of Eckford, 
Roxburgshire, Scotland, and went to Mon- 
treal with his father, James Laurie, in infancy. 
He started in life at the age of fourteen by 
apprenticing himself to a bookbinder in Duane 
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Street, New Yerk. When still a youth a rep- 
resentative of Case, Lockwood & Co., of 
Hartford, Conn., came to New York for an 
expert workman and was incredulous when 
young Laurie was recommended. The young 
man’s confidence in his ability to fill the 
position, and the testimonials of his em- 
ployer, prevailed, and he went to Hartford, 
proving fully equal to all demands.  Al- 
ways fervently patriotic toward his adopted 
country, at the opening of the Civil War 
he enlisted in the 12th Conn. Vols. and 
reached the rank of first lieutenant for gal- 
lantry and efficiency. He was captured on 
board the gunboat Diana, on the Red River, 
and held a prisoner by the Confederates in 
Texas for sixteen months, suffering many 
hardships. He was exchanged and when his 
strength allowed rejoined his regiment and 
took part in Sheridan’s memorable Cedar 
Creek campaign. After three years. of mili- 
tary service he resumed his occupation of 
beokbinding, this time at the Riverside Press, 
Cambridge, with which he was connected for 
seventeen years, during the latter part as 
foreman of the bindery. No man in charge 
of others was ever more warmly esteemed by 
those about him. He was honored as a citi- 
zen in Cambridge by membership in the Com- 
mon Council. Mr, Laurie’s reputation as a 
master of the binding craft led to the offer 
of a partnership in a concern in Philadelphia 
which he felt that he ought to accept, and he 
accordingly removed to that city. This, how- 
ever, was not for long, as the late Edwin 
Fleming was in need of a competent and re- 
liable vounger man to aid him in developing 
his business. An agreement was soon reached 
whereby Mr. Laurie became junior partner 
in the firm of E. Fleming & Co. Mr. Flem- 
ing’s sound judgment in his choice was 
speedily proved by the remarkable growth and 
continued prosperity of this business house. 
Upon the death of Mr. Fleming, Mr. Laurie 
succeeded to the senior partnership at the 
necessary reorganization, and continued in ac- 
tive business as long as his strength allowe. 
him to reach his office. Under his manage- 
ment the firm extended its operations in join- 
ing, in connection with J. S. Cushing & Co., 
compositors, and Berwick & Smith, book 
printers, in organizing the well-known Nor- 
wood Press, in many respects the finest and 
most extensive, and best-equipped book-pro- 
ducing establishment in the world. For a 
period of two years it had been noticed that 
Mr. Laurie did not show his usual robust 
vigor, and last spring he took a voyage to 
Europe hoping that the change might serve in 
place of the vacations which he had never 
allowed himself to take. The season proved 
unfortunate for travelling and a serious ill- 
ness On board the steamer upon his return 
left him the worse for what was hoped would 
be a benefit. Later, symptoms of an incurable 
orgamic complaint appeared, and the best 
medical skill could not prevail to check its 
progress, and he passed from earth October 
sth. Mr. Laurie had none of the self-asser- 
tiveness that so often characterizes successful 
self-made men, but was modest and retiring. 
He had a winsome power of drawing men to 
him and of arousing the exercises of their best 
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qualities. His kindness was unfailing. not 
only in his family but toward all with whom 
he had to do; and he was never able to take 
summary measures with any one employed by 
him, no matter how sufficient the reason, 
without the keenest regret. A great num- 
ber will mourn him with the sorrow of per- 
sonal bereavement. A widow and an only 
daughter, the wife of W. F. Gregory, mana- 
ger of Lee & Shepard, survive him. 





AT LAW OVER A NOVEL. 
STOKES CO. VS. BUTTERICK PUBLISH- 
ING CO. 


A suItT of interest regarding the buying and 
selling of books not yet written is now pend- 
ing between the Frederick A. Stokes Company 
and the Butterick Publishing Company. The 
Butterick Company, looking around for a 
story for their magazine, The Delineator, 
asked Paul Reynolds, a literary agent, to get 
a story by Egerton Castle, author of “The 
Pride of Jennico” and “The Bath Comedy.” 
Mr. Reynolds obtained from the Stokes Com- 
pany a promise for the serial rights of a then 
unwritten novel, provisionally called “The Se- 
cret Orchard.” The price agreed upon was 
$1800. 

Only one-half of the story was taken by the 
editor. When the second instalment was prof- 
fered the messenger was informed that the 
incidents were too fervid and the style too 
realistic, in the opinion of the magazine editor. 

Through their attorney, Frederick Trever 
Hill, the publishing firm brought suit against 
the Butterick Company for $1000, the differ- 
ence between the amount for which the Amer- 
ican rights of the story were sold and the 
amount which the Butterick Company was to 
have paid for them. Through Mr. Hill we 
learn that the Frederick A. Stokes Company 
do not consider themselves responsible for 
what Mr. Castle may have written, that they 
had not seen the manuscript any more than the 
purchasing party. Here the attorney says the 
Butterick firm makes claim that the style and 
character of their magazine is known, and 
that the Stokes firm transgressed against 
“the doctrine of implied fitness.” The case 
will be heard at White Plains.

And 
from a literary standpoint the progress is 
still more marked. The trite little anony- 
mous contributions of the first issue have 
changed to a table of contents including an 
authoritative article on Nansen, the opening 
chapters of a new novel by Maurice Hewlett, 
a story by C. G. D. Roberts and many arti- 
cles that prove the magazine has control of 
the best in the market. 
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BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 


W. M. Voynicn, 1 Soho Square, London, 
announces that his remarkable occasional lists 
of rare books will in the future appear at 
much shorter intervals than hitherto—posst- 
bly once a month. His fifth list just issued 
brings the number of entries up to 2189, and 
it is to be hoped that Mr. Voynich may be 
encouraged sufficiently to enable him to pre- 
pare the proposed index to the whole series, 
with a subject index and an index of presses. 
The series is of inestimable vaiue to the stu- 
dent as well as to the collector, inasmuch as 
so many of the books collected by Mr. Voy- 
nich seem to have been unknown to such 
bibliographers as Brunet, Hain, Graesse, Pan- 
zer and others. Regarding the seeming rari- 
ty of certain books Mr. Voynich says in his 
fifth list: “I incline to the opinion that the 
rarity of certain books has been much exag- 
gerated by both booksellers and _ bibilogra- 
phers. A book, without being rare, may be 
difficult to obtain and seldom be found in any 
auction room or private collection, because 
the copies may have been bought up by the 
great libraries. Although, therefore, I have 
in many cases quoted from Brunet or Graesse 
a statement that a book is rare, I myself must 
not be held to agree with that statement un- 
less the word ‘rare’ appears in capital letters 
at the beginning of the bibliographical para- 
graph. With regard to lost, unknown and 
undescribed books, I should mention that I 
have purposely avoided the word ‘unique,’ 
so commonly applied to little known books. 
Personally I am sceptical as to the existence 
of unique books; when one copy of a book 
has been recorded, other copies tend to ap- 
pear from time to time; and the use of the 
word ‘unique’ appears to me unjustified and 
misleading. The same might perhaps be said 
of the words ‘unknown’ and ‘undescribed ;’ 
but by this I mean only that after careful 
search in England and Italy, I have found 
no bibliographer who knows the book, and 
no trace of a copy in public or private libra- 
ries. In such cases it is, of course, impossi- 
ble for me to be sure that the book has not 
been recorded in some provincial magazine 
or local bibilography: but I shall always be 
glad to be corrected if I am mistaken.”
